Hoyt  Blackwell  dropped  out  of  high 
school  in  the  10th  grade,  but  at  the  age  of 
29  he  returned  to  school  and  became  a 
Greek  and  Bible  scholar.  His  distinguished 
career  at  Mars  Hill,  first  as  a  teacher  and 
then  as  president,  spanned  38  years, 
1928-1966.  His  death  on  Nov.  8  marked 
the  end  of  a  very  special  era  in  the  life  of 
the  college. 

Known  by  hundreds  of  former  students 
as  "Daddy  Blackwell,"  he  presided  over 
the  college  during  an  era  of  significant 
physical  growth  and  academic  progress. 
Milestones  of  his  administration  included 
the  expansion  from  junior  college  to  senior 
college  status,  adoption  of  a  non-discrim- 
mination  admissions  policy  and  the  first 
enrollment  of  black  students,  and  the  con- 
struction of  nine  major  buildings  plus  ren- 
ovation of  older  buildings  and  beautifica- 
tion  of  the  campus. 

Dr.  Blackwell  retired  in  1965  and  had 
been  confined  to  a  nursing  home  for  sever- 
al months  prior  to  his  death  (he  was  98  in 
September);  thus,  most  current  students 
had  enjoyed  little  or  no  contact  with  him, 
yet  they  are  beneficiaries  of  his  legacy.

Years

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Some  buildings  were  refurnished, 
others  were  built,  and  still  others 
were  being  planned;  nevertheless 
all  the  doors  to  all  the  buildings 
were  opened  to  each  student. 
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Time  for  solitude  and  reflection  reminded 
students  why  they  were  really  at  Mars  Hill. 
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The  school  year  raced  closer  toward  the  end,  and  the 
doors  seemed  to  fly  open  and  slam  shut  faster  than  ever 
before.  It  is  said  that  the  older  one  gets,  the  faster  time 
seems  to  go  for  the  person.  In  the  fall  it  seems  that  the 
student  body  is  young;  but  as  the  year  goes  by,  everyone  gets 
closer  and  older.  The  doors  which  were  new  in  August  of 
1988  seem  old  and  worn  by  May  of  1989.  It  was  as  if  they 
were  here  one  day,  gone  the  next,  without  any  real  warning. 

Mars  Hill  students  could  each  attest,  in  one  way  or  an- 
other, to  the  fact  that  they  were  aging  and  closing  old  doors; 
but  they  also  remembered  that  no  matter  how  old  one  is,  it  is 
never  too  late  to  open  other  new  doors,  just  to  have  a  peek  at 
what  is  behind  them.  With  1989  came  many  new  doors  for 
the  future  —  a  new  United  States  President,  a  new  year,  and 
a  new  look  at  the  future.  What  would  be  behind  the  next 
door?  Only  time  would  tell,  and  people  could  be  assured  that 
students  at  Mars  Hill  would  be  certain  to  be  some  of  the  first 
to  know. 
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One  door  closing  would  be  the  college  career  of 
many  Mars  Hill  students.
